Recommendation  concerning  preparation  of  EIS  not  necessary 


Missoula  County  Graveyard 
December  15,  1986 


Pursuant  to  Section  75-10-521  MCA,  Missoula  County  proposes  to 
establish  a two  acre  motor  vehicle  graveyard  approximately  seven  miles  west 
of  Missoula  (see  map) . This  graveyard  will  replace  an  existing  graveyard 
located  at  the  BFI  landfill  in  Missoula.  The  County  Junk  Vehicle  Program 
and  Sheriff  s office  will  store  junk  and  abandoned  vehicles  at  the  grave- 
yard. Once  the  graveyard  is  full,  vehicles  in  it  will  be  crushed  and 
transported  to  steel  shredders  for  recycling.  It  will  be  closed  to  the 
public  except  by  appointment. 

Potential  Impact  on  Physical  Environment 

3.  Geology  and  soil  quality,  stability,  and  moisture 

4.  Vegetation  cover,  quantity,  and  quality 

Leveling  and  grading  the  site  and  storage  of  vehicles  at  the  site  will 
disrupt  the  existing  vegetation  cover  and  soils.  Given  the  small  size  of 
the  facility,  this  disruption  is  expected  to  be  minor.  Weeds  will  be 
controlled  periodically. 

5.  Aesthetics 

The  Montana  Motor  Vehicle  Recycling  and  Disposal  Act  and  Rules  require 
all  motor  vehicle  graveyards  to  be  shielded  from  public  view.  No  junk 
vehicles  may  be  visible  from  any  point  six  feet  above  the  centerline  of  a 
public  road.  The  County  plans  to  shield  the  facility  on  all  four  sides 
with  an  attractive  wooden  fence  approximately  10  feet  high  on  all  four 
sides.  The  fence  will  consist  of  pressure-treated  lodge  pole  pine 
boards.  This  fence  will  screen  the  facility  from  view  of  Deschamps  Lane  to 
the  west  and  Highway  10  W.  to  the  north. 

The  aesthetic  impact  from  the  proper  operation  of  this  graveyard,  if 
any,  will  be  minor. 


Potential  Impacts  on  Human  Environment 


4.  Agricultural  or  industrial  production 
11.  Industrial  and  commercial  activity 

Previous  land  use  for  this  site  was  agricultural.  The  site  and  the 
surrounding  area  is  now  zoned  industrial  and  slated  for  industrial 
development.  Although  this  graveyard  represents  one  of  the  first  indus- 
trial uses  in  this  area,  realistically  any  potential  impact  of  increased 
industrial  use  at  and  near  the  site  began  when  the  area  was  zoned 
industrial. 

10.  Demands  for  governmental  services 

A minor  amount  of  time  will  be  required  of  state  and  local  junk 
vehicle  program  officials  to  conduct  inspections  to  assure  the  graveyard  is 
maintained  and  operated  in  compliance  with  state  law.  The  graveyard's 
fence  and  surface  will  require  periodic  maintenance.  Occasional  patrols  by 
county  law  enforcement  officers  may  be  necessary  to  prevent  trespassing  and 
salvaging. 


13.  Locally  adopted  environmental  plans  and  goals 

The  Missoula  County  Office  of  Community  Development  has  certified  that 
local  zoning  ordinances  do  not  prohibit  the  establishment  of  a motor 
vehicle  graveyard  at  this  location. 

14.  Transportation  networks  and  traffic  flows 

The  increase  in  traffic  on  and  deterioration  of  the  roads  accessing 
the  site  resulting  from  establishing  this  graveyard  will  be  minimal. 
Typically,  the  Missoula  County  junk  vehicle  program  hauls  150  junk  vehicles 
a year  to  the  graveyard,  and  crushing  occurs  every  two  years.
